When urban renewal was first presented to the people of Wil- 
sington, by our former town manager, it bad the blessings of 
our top level officials. Somewhere along the line, the vines 
have grown sour grapes and obstacles are being placed in the 
paths of progress along these plans. 

It appears that the time of di 
that the W.H.A. made it known that they would 
board in regards the managing of the project. This decision 
evidently found no favor in the eyes of the town officials, or 
at least certain ones, and since then, even while oure®. H. As 
is ‘steadily coming along, rumors creep in that the project.1® 


If that 18 so, the town of Wilmington will have no one to 
blame but {tself. These plans certainly provide an answer to 
sthe problems of traffic central shopping area, and a general 
‘alfrpund cleanup of the Square. 

‘This paper does not intend to answer all the questions being 
asked about Urban Renewal. These same questions were answered 
before by our former town manager, Courtney, - where is he now 
to. peak for it? 


GETTING THINGS STRAIGHT. 


At a town mecting - two years ago - it was voted by the 
people, that a need for an urban renewal development project 
existed. 

At a special meeting, some months later, thé W.11.A. asked 
for and received $1000 to enable then to prepare and submit an 
application for the project. 

‘Two weeks ago - one of several plans sere presented to the 
public through the Crusader. 

This plan, which is certain to be changed or corrected, 
showed a distinct and comprehensive picture of what is being 
done along the lines of Urban Renewal. 

The entire project is definitely estimated to cost in the 
vicinity of $750,008 of which the town will be expected to 
pay 1/3 of cost. 

The W.HrA. does not, (definitely) intend to sove Weinberes 
Departaent Store, merely looking to change the approach. 

The Middlesex National County Bank will not be moved. 

The Telephone Co., Building 1s, as yet, undecided upon. How- 
ever - any moving of that building that may be done, will be 
expected to be done so at the Tel. & Tel. expense. 

There is definitely no intention of lowering tracks of the 
Railroad, nor is the lowering of Burlington Ave., bridge or, 
grade approaching entertained. The ¥.H.A. main objective would 
be to widen approaches to the bridge and the widening of the 
bridge itse 

The town would be paid in full face value of the Highmy de- 
partment Garage and the Walker School, in itself, may be pos- 
sible to regain enough money to pay entire cost of town ex- 
pense as Urban Renewal. 

Urban Renewal, in effect, will decide a site, provide utili- 
ties once and otherwise prepare the area for resale, to ind- 
ividual, developer - or both.

Scientists of Avco Manufact- 
uring Corporation--prime con- 
tractor for the Titan nose 
cone--revealed today develop- 
ent of « powerful loudspeaker 
systen which duplicates in the 
laboratory the extreme noise 
level a missile encounters in 
flight. 

Sound vibration is one of 
the hurdles the nose cone of 
an ICBM must overcose in order 
to re-enter successfully the 
fearth’s atmosphere and proceed 
to its target, the Avco scien- 
tists report. 

Delicate electronic gear 
within a missile can be sent 
awry by these sound vibrations 
from the start of its flight. 
The roar of the rocket engines 
gives the internal wechanisns 
of the nose cone a (frst Sev- 
ere test. In addition, Avco 
says, the nose cone possesses 
a vast anount of kinetic ener- 
© in its domward plunge, and 
some of this energy will be 
dissipated ax sound when the 
nose cone re-enters denser air 
from the néar-vacuus of space. 

Such high noise levels are 
being reproduced at Aveo’ s Re- 
search and Advanced Develop- 
ment Division at Wilmington, 
Mass., to study the effect of 
sound on missile components. 
Since it is impractical and 
expensive to operate rocket 
engines in the laboratory, 
Aveo scientists developed an 
electronic loudspeaker device | 
called an acoustic:noise gen- 
erator--to simulate rocket en- 
tine noise. 

The Aveo acoustic noise gen- 
erator can produce more than 
163 decibels--a unit for mea- 
suring the intensity of sound. 
The human ear cannot hear 
noise of this intensity, but 
it would cause unbearable pain 
and the car drums wuld split. 

Noise at 120 decibels is us- 
ually described as deafening 
and between 130 and 140 deci- 
bels sound would start to be- 
cone painful. 

‘Sound waves have figured im- 
portantiy in missile re-entry 
work because effects of these 
vibrations generally have not 
been known. Part of the task 
of Avco scientists has been to 
determine what such super- 
noise’does to missile compon® 
ents.
